Befoi'« discussing th e important q uestion of fi­ 
broid tumors in general, I sh ould like to comment 
on a q uestion fix im M. 
Sh e writes th at th e Is 6S, h as fibroid tumors, 
but is afraid to h av e an operation because of h er 
age. Sh e also asks wh eth er th ere is any particular 
danger th at fibroids will turn into cancer. 
It is rath er common for fibroid tumors to sh rink 
after th e ch ange of life. With out knowing wh at 
sy mptoms th ey are causing, th eir size and oth er 
factors, it is h ard to say wh eth er an operatitm would 
be deairable at th e age of 63. 
Howev er, th e safety of eurgery for older people 
h as greatly increased in recent y ears, so th at if it 
is necessary sh e sh ould not fear it too much . 
Th ere appears to be little ch ance of fibroids turn­ 
ing to cancer. But at th at age one would want to 
make q uite certain th at th e sy mptoms were not th e 
result of cancer, but of fibroids. 
Th e subject of fibroids is important. About one 
woman in fiv e wh o reach es th e age of 35 dev elops 
th ese fibroid tumors. 
Th ey are made up of "norm al’' tissue. Th ey are 
a combinaticm of muscle and connectiv e tissue, th e 
latter similar to th at wh ich is present in an ordinary 
scar. Th e tumors th emselv es may be large or small 
and th e sy mptoms th ey produce, If any , depend on 
th eir location, th eir blood supply and th eir size. 
Th e best known sy mptom is ex cessiv e or painful 
bleeding. Discomfort or ev en sev ere pain in th e low­ 
er part of th s abdomen may be th e only sign of a

fibroid. One of th s moat common sy mptoms is • 
feeling of weigh t, often accompanied by conatant 
fatigue. 
Also, fibroids can produce bladder or recfal 
sy mptoms, apparently principally because of pres­ 
sure. Often—but not alway s—fibroids interfers wltli 
conception. 
Th ose fibroids wh ich are not producing ay mp- 
toms sh ould receiv e wh at doctors call "ex pectant 
treatment.” Th is means th at th ey sh ould be watch e« 
for sy mptoms and th e size observ ed in case growtk 
sh ould become rapid. 
If treatment is req uired, surgery Is usually best. 
As a rule, th e entire uterua with th e tumors attach ­ 
ed h as to be taken out. 
Some fibroids can be treated by radium or deep 
X-ray s, but th is is complicated and much skill and 
Judgment is necessary In order to decide wh ich tu­ 
mors can be treated in th la way . 
Fibroid tumors of th e uterus h av e to be consider« - 
ed on an indiv idual basis. Th ey msy be large or 
small, th ey may produce sy mptoma, or th ere may 
be none. 'Treatment may not be necessary , or th ere 
may be a q uestion of ch oice between sev eral meth ­ 
ods. Th ey are so common in th e middle y ears of life 
th at th ey migh t almost be cwisidered a normal part 
of th is stage of life. 
Th e cause of fibroid tumors is not known, th ough 
many th eories h av e been suggested. Until th e cause 
can be discov ered it seems unlikely th at much can 
be done to prev ent th em.
